Gasoline Usage 
Drops 7,2 Per Cent 

George R. Reilly, member, 
State Board of Equalization, 
has announced that Califor¬ 
nia gasoline distribut i o n 
plunged 7.3 per cent in June, 
the second greatest year-to- 
year decrease ever recorded. 

Reilly reported that June 
totals of 950,415,036 gallons 
tallied 75.2 million gallons 
below June 1978 figures. The 
all-time record drop in gal- 
lonage occurred in March 
1974 at the climax of the 
OPEC boycott, when gallon- 
age fell by 111.5 million gal¬ 
lons in one month, a loss of 
12.6 per cent from the pre¬ 
ceding March. 

Reilly noted that the J.une 
decrease generated S5.1 mil¬ 
lion less in state excise tax 
than in June of last year, 
and almost $3.4 million le.ss 
than MBay 1979. June 1979 
totals decrea.sed by 4.8 per 
cent from the preced i n g 
month, hut sales taxes may 
offset this loss.

Proposition Four 



Dear Editor: 

My first memory of this 
exciting world was in the 
spring of 1898. It has been 
a great adventure living 
during these years of great 
change. Our farm in Ala¬ 
bama . . . My parents, my 
nine brothers and sisters, 
Grandma and Aunt Kit . . . 
So dear to my memory. Fam¬ 
ily prayers, Bible reading, 
hymn singing. Good neigh¬ 
bors, the little church in the 
Wildwood. Log rollings, corn 
huskings, quilting bees. 

Then to the Indian Terri¬ 
tory on the Iron Horse. The 
thrill of seeing telegraph 
and telephone wires . . . The 
big thrill in 1903 the Wright 
Brothers had flown. Mother 
said, ‘Tt was so prophesied." 

In 1906 we moved from 
the rented fann to a new 
village. There was a one- 
room church that was used 
as a schoolhouse. Every fam¬ 
ily had a w’cll and a “little 
house.’’ Most had a milk 
cow, pigs, chickens and a 
garden. The great news' A 
neighbor had bought a talk¬ 
ing machine. The villagers 
were invited to come listen! 
A miracle! 

A traveling man came by 
with a magic lantern. The 
schoolhouse w a s crowded. 
Life-si 7.9 pictures flashed on 
a .screen. A village lady 
played the organ. Mother 
said: “What will they think 
of next?” In 1908 the first 
automobile came to town. 
Another miracle ... a horse¬ 
less carriage. 

In 1910 i visited a sister 
in a new oil town. I saw a 
gaslight and a gas range. 
I say my first motion pic¬ 


ture . . . and my first elec¬ 
tric light. 

Time has whirled by . . . 
The miracle of inventions . . 

. . Refrigerators, radio, tele¬ 
vision, moon trips . . . Our 
wonderful electrical house¬ 
hold appliances . . . jets . . . 
The great industrial age . . . 
Life has been made easier 
for us all. 

But what about people? 
Have thry lived up to all 
these changes? I still have 
faith that most people are 
good. But the awful ci-ime. 
An eight-year-old boy was 
arrested for stealing. Ho 
needed money to buy dope. 
A message from a niece in 
Houston, Texas: “The bodies 
of three women were found. 
Their heads missing. Crime 
i.s awful. I never go out 
alone at night ... or to 
the bank alone . . . • 

The days of the last cen¬ 
tury and the lirst part of 
this century are oft referred 
to as “The Good Old Days.” 
After another century I 
wonder if the Now Days will 
be referred to a.s “The 
Shameful Days.”

The formula does require 
a personal income pcr-cap- c 
ita cap on siiending if such 1 
a limit proves to be lower 
than inflation. Tire measure r 
is designed to let he public < 
directly' control the public- 1 
spending process over the < 
years thi’Oi'.igh their votes, i 
The limits can be increased ; 
or decreased if the voters 1 
agree spending is too high 1 
or too low. As a practical ] 
matter, the limitations wall i 
be tighter during times of 1 
normal cost-of-living i n - 
creases and higher during 
years following exceptional 
rates of inflation. 

3. Why are state subven¬ 
tions included in the local 
government base ? 

Duo to the two per cent 
cap on reassessments in Pro¬ 
position 13. jurisdict ions 
with little new construction 
or turnover could experi¬ 
ence as little as one-fourth 
the nroperty tax revenue 
growth of other jurisdictions. 
The state subventions will 
compensate for this fact and 
w'ill count the local level 
whore the f?ands are actual- 
Iv spent. 

' 4. Will Proposition 4 re- 
.strict new constiaietion o’' 
economic growth? 

Proposition 4 permits in¬ 
creased spending by entities 
that experience jmpulation 
growth, which usually, al¬ 
though not always, accom¬ 
panies increased develop¬ 
ment. Expienditurc^ from 
reasonable fees and charges 
(for revenue bonds, sewer 
hookups, etc.l are exempt 
from the lid. and can be 
used to finance necessary in- 
frastruct’jres assxaated with 
development. .41so. the voters 
would have an incentive to 
approve increases in the 
limit to permit new taxes 
fre-m new development to 
pay for associated services 
and possibly lower taxes for 


the area’s residents. A con¬ 
trolled and stable tax and 
expenditure climate should 
improve the overall business 
climate and might well en¬ 
courage plant locations in. 
California. 

5. Won’t Proposition 4 
make it harder to imple¬ 
ment the Serrano school fi¬ 
nance decision? 

The state can continue to 
equalize school expen d i - 
tures by giving lower-wealth 
district a full cost-of-living 
increa.se and loss to wealth¬ 
ier districts. Additionally', 
the voters in lower-wealth 
districts could vote to in¬ 
crease the lid in order to ac¬ 
cept additional funds or, al- 
tcrnatiyely, to lower the tax 
rate. Finally, the state can 
absorb the costs of educa¬ 
tion totally. 

6 . Why docs rhis measure 
exempt so n^any special dis¬ 
tricts? 

The exemption of districts 
with tax rates below 12.5 
cents in 1978 will remove 
thousands of extre m e 1 y 
small single - purpose dis- 
trift.s, such as mosquito 
abatement, cemetery, stiwt 
lighting, etc., from being 
required to seek a potential¬ 
ly costly election when there 
is a need to raise compara¬ 
tively small sums which 
nevertheless exceed the pop¬ 
ulation - CPI formula. In 
the aggregate, these special 
district expenditures consti- 
utc less than one per cent of 
state - local expenditures in 
California. 

7. Why is there no adj,us*- 
ment for declining enroll¬ 
ment for school districts? A 
district with a one-ye>ar ten 
per cent loss of average daily' 
attendance could not re¬ 
duced fixed costs according¬ 
ly in a single year. 

The initiative provides that 
average daily attendan ce 
shall be “as determined by 
a method prescribed by the 
Legislature.” In the case of 
declining enrollment, the 
Legislature could conceiv- 
abiv define it as the average 
of the actual ADA for the 
prior two years.
